THE SOLID SOUTH. 


Our northern exchanges still write 


of a new party in the south, but they 
are not so loud in their prophesies, nor 
so certain in their predictions as they 
were a few months ago. The tones in 
which they speak haveagentle and 
uncertain sound. The truth is,these edi- 
tors and politicians, who haveall along 
been predicting that the party in the 
south would go to pieces—that the too 
solid south would crumble and melt 
whenerer Mr. Hayes and his cabinet 
concluded to accede to the 
demands of justice in their attitude 
toward the south—made a grievous 
mistake to begin with. They seem to 
have proceeded on the suppo-ition 
that the southern democracy is com- 
posed of a number of persons who are 
banded tegether merely for the pur- 
poses of self-defense and self-aggran- 
dizement. Based upon such premises 
as these it is no wonder that their pre- 
dictions took such questionable shape. 
A party moulded by the instinct of 
selfishness and based upon mercenary 
principles could not hope to stand the 
tests of patronage which an adminis- 
tration as powerful as that at Wash 
ington is prepared to offer. 
Thus far the democracy 
of the south remainsintact. It is true, 
they have not been called upon to 
submit to any very severe tests, nor 
has any extraordinarily inviting sop 
been thrown to them; but the reason 
of this, we suspect, is because those in 
power have begun to appreciate the 
fact that a majority of the people of the 
south, in affilating with the democratic 
party are actuated by the purest 
patriotism - by a desire to presei ve the 
governmentand the rights of the states 
—by a desire to protect and defend the 
constitution and to promote a ad perfect 
the liberties of all classes of citizens. 
Otherwise the southern democrats 
would long ago have made a 
bargain with that species of political 
corruption known as Grantism. It 
would have been to their interest, no 
doubt, to haye made terms with Grant 
and his administration. We should 
have heard no more of fedéral bayo- 
nets in South Carolina and Louisiana; 
we should have heard no more of the 
imaginary outrages which had their 
origin in the diseased brafns of Jim 
Redpath and Howard Carroll. 

It is, of course, possible to concil- 
iate the solid south—nothing is easier. 
All she wants is exact and equal 
justice. Give her these, and she will 
prosper and improve materially, 
commercially and democratically: 
There may be local divisions among 
the democrats of the several states, par- 
tieularly in Georgia if a convention is 
called and its work does not meet with 
general approval,but we put the north- 
ern republicans upon notice. now that 
whenever a national contest occurs— 
whenever national issues enter into a 
campaign, the democracy of the south, 
in the interests of honest government 
and the true principles of republican 
liberty,” will remain as solid as a rock.

Constitutional conventions are 
not infallible and some of them have 
before now been guilty of some very 
foolish acts, but it would be impossible, 
just at this juncture, either to coax or 
bribe a convention of the people of 
Georgia into reopening the bogus bond 
question. Itis more than such a body 
would dare to do, even if they had the 
inclination, and in this instance we are 
wofully mistaken in our estimate of 
the men who will compose the conven- 
tion if the inelination be not 
largely lacking. Upon this point our 
correspondent may be assured, and we 
therefore advise him to nurse his 
anxiety into something like repose. 
But even if the convention should be 
foolish enough to do these things, the 
very contemplation of which has caused 
our friend to send us a twenty-six page 
letter, none of them would constitute 
a sufficient cause for the division of the 
democracy. The constitution, when it 
is framed, will be submitted to the 
people for their ratification or rejection: 
The question will not be submitted to 
the democracy for their decision, but 
to the citizens—the people—of the 
state, and they will vote 
either for or against, as may seem 
best, not as democrats, but as citizens. 
A few ambitious persons, Who are anx- 
ious to divide the democracy and to] 
become famous as the leaders of an in- 
dependent crusade, may seek to bring 
about dissensions in the ranks of the 
party, but their failure will be most 
signal, The time may come when a 
division on local issues might be not 
unwholesome, but that time has’ not 
arrived yet—nor do we expect it to 
arri ve for several years.

The veiled coup d’etat of the mar- 
shal-president is still the subject’ of 
much speculation. Does it foreshs ow, 
Napoleen IV., or Chambord. alias 
Henry V., or Compte de — 4 —

It appears 
that Mr. Salem Dutcher, the solicitor 
general of the Augista circuit, had 
received information as to the identity 
and whereabouts of certain parties 
‘who were implicated i in the outrageous 
and brutal crime of lynching a negro 
at Waynesboro sowe time ago. He 
thereuvon communicated with the 
governor, and asked him to ‘place the 
military at the disposal of the civil 
authorities. Whether the solicitor 
thought that. the implicated parties 
would resist arrest, or whether their 
friends would make an attempt 
to rescue them, does not 
‘appear. At any rate, he called upon 
the governor for the troops, and the 
governor directed the commander of

W agricultural a cie- 
ty last summer offered a reward of 
$500 for an “infallible remedy or pre- 
ventive” for hog cholera. Following 
hei example, several cf the western 
states, where the disease tor the past 
few years had been raging with fearful 
fatality, offered sin, ilar rewards. No- 
table among them is Missouri, who 
has a standing reward, offered by her 
last legisisture, of $10,000 for an infal- 
lible cure for hog cholera. But will te 
“infallible” cure ever be 
found ? We think not. 
Indeed, we know not. There is no in 
fallible cure for any, disease known to 
medical science, not even in man with 
whom the conditions of recovery are 
much more favorable than in the case 
of the:hog: 5 

Ia response to the offer of the Geor- 
gia ugricuitural society, we received 
some hunired and twenty remedies. A 
large number of these were patent 
medicines, prepared stock foods, von- 
dition“ powders, and the like, whose 
composition of course we Bnew nothing 
of; but we were struck with the uni. 
formity of those remedies: 
which were divulged. e 
was salt, sulphur, charcoal and 
ashes given occasionally in their el 
as a preventive. The secret of which 
is that this course of treatment keeps 
his bowels in a laxative state and the 
hog himself in a healthy and vigorous 
condition, and therefore prevents him 
frum susceptibility to the disease. Tnis 
is ali that the search for the “infallible 
remedy,” though stimulated by large 
rewards, will likely result in, and is all 
that is practicable for farmers with 
large herds of hogs todo. It is true 
that Professor Law’s e'aborate paper, 
which we think thoroughly exhausts 
the subject, gives the sources of 
the disease, ites prevention 
and remedies, based upon 
conclusions drawn from long and care- 
fully conducted scientific investiga- 
tions. These we have heretofore given 
and will not repeat. But when he says 
that to cure a hM upon which the di- 
ease has taken thorough hold, requires 
as careful and continuous treatment as 
a man under typhoid fever, the im- 
practicability and unprofitableress of 
the undertaking will be readily appre- 
ciated. 


4 PLEA FOR UNSUCCESSE UL FAR- 
MERS. 
How often do we hear men promi- 


nent in agricultural progress derisively 
spoken of as book farmers,” and it is 
tauntingly remarked of them that 
“they have never made any money at 
farming ;”’ while many of their assoei 
ates, who have given less attention to 
the improved modes in agriculture, 
and who disregard what the books and 
agricultural journals teach, have been, 
in a financial sense, decidedly more 
successful. 

“To succeed at farming,“ declare 
this latter class, with much self. 
sufficiency, it requires elbow 
grease.” Their rule of con- 
duct is summed up in 
this: work hard, live hard. They rely 
more on brawn than brain; they cher 
ish a hearty contempt for anything 
that smacks of science and regard an 
unwarranted innovation that theory 
which pretends to improve the meth-~ 
ods employed by them and their fath- 
ers before them, time out of mind. 

But it is the unsuccessful men(so call- 
ed) at last to whom the world is chiefly 
indebted for ideas and progress. They, 
as a class, are unselfish; personal ag- 
grandizementand acquisitior are the 
last of their objects. It 
work of love with them te com- 
municate to their féllowmen whatever 
of discovery or progress they may have 
made, while the successtul man is too 
selfish frequently to let his information 
be known, unless there will result to 
him some immediate benefit from its 
promulgation. Constantly experiment- 
ing, they are much the better prepared 
thereby to furnish ideas, and meeting 
often with disappointment, they can 
give both aspects of an undertaking. 
They are the pioneersin thought and 
action, and of course can not alw vs’ 
hope to be successful, and reverser e 
tail losses in which much of ther en- 
ergy and fortune goes for naught. but, 
what is thus lost to them individually 
is gained by mankind generally, and 
the world is thereby wiser, better and 
richer. Measured by personal acquisi- 
tion their efforts have been vain in 
most instances, but by their benefits to 
the human race, their,succeas been 
unbounded: : Bd dia 

As a general thing the world has too 
little sympathy —indeed it should have 
a veneration—for such men. There 18 
no calling in liie in which this is niore 
noticeable than in farming. No man 
is so severely criticised and contemptu- 
ously ridiculed as the farmer who pre- 
tends to farm according to science and 
by “the boo who professes to 
find in farmers’ meetings and agricutur- 
al associations @ rare opportunity for 
promoting his calling and increasing 
his crops. But the very men who 
engage in perpetrating this ridicule

it is about the first thing in the garden |; 
tit to eit. In the face ofall this, either 
out of ignorance, indolence or indiffer- 
ence te the good things of this world. 

not one farmer in a hundred has a bed 
of it. 

They ask how to plantit. Plant it 
almost as you please, if in rich soil, 
with an annual wp-dressing of stable 
manure, and salt enough in the spring 
to kill che weeds, and you can have it 
in abundance. But when grown, there 
is something in the way it is used II, 
as is the usual practice, it is just goug- 
ed out of the earth, it makes its ap“ 
pearance, cooked, with just about .an 
inch of it eatable—then I say throw it 
in the slop bucket, although the hogs
